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X. Attached is a photostatic copy of the undated letter received from 
A BB A BSSMS&/ 19 la June of 1959* The letter was written to A3SCASSQWARY/26 who, 
so fhr as the undersigned has bean able to determine, has been the regular 
m^ti addressee for oorrespoadaaee from ABGARTSAGE/ 19 . She original of the 
letter was given to ®/3/CS on 8 July 1959 for tooting by 53SS to datenatjifi 
whether or not ths letter contained any S/tf. Since no Qaae in 8 R/ 3 /CE was 
aware that there was on record a special 8/W system for ABGARSBfcGE/l9'« 
mail, 333 was not alerted to this effect* As a result no S/W was developed. 
When the undersigned so notified AECASSQKARf/2, he Insisted that there must 
be S/W in the letter and ashed the undersigned to determine whether or not 
our technical people had tested far the proper S/w system. A files search 
was then made by SR/3/CE and the proper S/W system located. After retesting 
the letter, TSS found that S/tf was beginning to appear, but so much Of the 
letter had been chemically treated during the first test scries that it was 
Impossible to pick yp a legible message. It was decided there was no 
alternative but to tall ABCASSCJWARY/2 the truth. Be then requested that he 
be supplied with the address for AECAR2BAQE/19 so that a reply to his letter 
could be Witten. 

2. The undersigned never was involved In the ABGARTHA Cr E/ 19 operation 
and is not knowledgeable of the eomao arrangements nor anything more than 
g«n?y»0 -tt4 «» a of the mute involved. Bo one In 8 &/ 3 /CB seems to be aware of 
the ofwqft arrangements either, and the undersigned has not been able to obtain 
the address requested by AECASSOHABY/2. 

3 . Before his departure for bis overseas assignment, JLJ 

who was Involved In the ABGABSEAOE/19 case met with ASCA330HABY/2 and the 
undersigned on £9 September 1959 at the Hotel Raleigh in Washington. Be 
promised ABCASSOWARY/2 that an effort would be made to locate the address. 
Unfortunately, CL LL2 departed before this was accomplished and nothing 
further was done. 

k. Although AEQASSOWARY/2 has not made any reference to the matter 
recently, he has expressed his disappointment on several occasions. The 
attached copy of the letter is being forwarded to SR/3/GE for appropriate 
disposition. A copy will not be maintained in the AERODYNAMIC files.
